W e have audited the accom pan ying prim ary governm ent finan cial statem ents of the City of Jennings, Louisian a, 
as of and for the year ended June 30, 2003, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statem ents ar e the 
responsibility of the City of Jennings, Louisian a's m an agem ent. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
finan cial statem ents based on our audit. 

W e conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standar ds generally accepted in the United States of A m erica 
and the stan dar ds applicable to finan cial audits contained in Governm ent Auditing Standards, issued by the 
Com ptroller General of the U nited States. Those standar ds require that we plan  an d perform  the audit to obtain 
reasonable assuran ce about whether th e fin an cial statem ents ar e free of m aterial misstatem ent.

N OTES TO FINAN CIAL STATEM ENTS 
JUNE 30, 2003 

The City of Jennings w as incorporated M ay 2, 1888 and has adopted a H om e Rule Charter according to 
Title 33 of the Louisian a Revised Statutes. The City operates under a M ayor-City Council form  of 

government an d provides the following services as authorized by its charter: public safety (police and fire), 
public works (streets an d lighting), san itation, health, culture-recreation, public improvements, plan ning 
an d general adm inistrative services. 

The accounting an d reporting policies of the City of Jennings conform  to generally accepted accounting 
principles as applicable to govern m ents. Such accounting an d reporting procedures also conform  to the 
requirem ents of Louisian a Revised Statu tes 24:517 an d to th e guides set forth in the Louisiana 

Governmental Audit Guide, an d to the industry audit gu ide, Aud its of State and Local Govern mental Units, 
published by the A m erican  Institu te of Certified Public Accountan ts. Our exami nation w as also m ade in 
accordan ce with the provisions of Government Auditing Standards, prom ulgated by the United States 
Com ptroller G eneral , as they pertain to finan cial an d com plian ce audits. 

The follow ing is a sum m ary of the m ore significan t accounting policies. 

The accom pan ying finan cial sta tements of the City of Jennings have been prepared in conform ity w ith 

generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to governmental units. The Governmental 
Accounting Stan dards Board (GASB) is the accepted stan dards setting body for establishing govern mental 
accounting and finan cial reporting principles. 

B . REPO RTIN G  E 

The finan cial reporting entity consists of (a) the primary government (City), (b) organ izations for which 
the prim ary govern m ent is finan cially accoun table, an d other organ izations for which natu re and 
significan ce of their relationship with the prim ary govern m ent ar e such that exclusion w ould cause the 
reporting entity's finan cial sta tem ents to be m isleading or incom plete. 

Govern mental Accounting Stan dards Board (GASB) Statement No. 14 established criteria for determining 
which com ponent units should be  considered part of the City for finan cial reporting purp oses. The basic 
criterion for including a potential com ponent unit w ithin th e reporting entity is the finan cial accountability. 

The GA SB has set forth criteria to be  considered in determ ining finan cial accountability. This criteria 
includes: 

Appointing a voting majority of an  organ ization's governing body, an d 

a. Th e ability of the City to im pose its w ill on the organ iza tion an d/or 

Th e potential for the organ ization to provide specific finan cial benefits to or im pose 
spe cific finan cial bur dens on the City. 

Organizations for which the City does not appoint a voting ma jority but are fiscally dependent on 
the City.

The City has chosen to issue financial statements of the primary government (City) only; therefore, none 
of the previously listed com ponent units are included in the accom panying finan cial statem ents. Finan cial 
statem ents for these com ponent units can be  obtained from  the individual com ponent units. 

These primary govern ment (City) finan cial statements include all funds, account groups, an d organ izations 
for w hich the City m aintains the accounting records. The H otel/M otel Tax Fund for which the City budgets 

the activity an d maintains the accounting records is considered part of the primary government (City). 

GA SB Statem ent 14 provides for th e issuance of prim ary govern m ent finan cial statem ents that are separate 

from those of the reporting entity. However, the primary govern ment's (City) financial statements are not 
a substitute for the reporting entity's finan cial statem ents. The City has chosen to issue finan cial statem ents 
of the prim ary govern m ent only. A s such, th ese finan cial statem ents ar e not intended to an d do not report 
on the reporting entity but rather ar e intended to reflect only the finan cial statem ents of the prim ary 

govern ment (City). 

Jennings H ousing Authority- The Com m issioners of the Authority ar e appointed by the M ayor, but the City 
does not provide funding, has no obligation for the debt issued by th e Authority, an d can not im pose its will. 
This authority has not be en included in the re porting entity. 

Jefferson Davis Parish Landfill Commission- A jointly owned commission with the Jefferson Davis Parish 
Police Jury an d the Cities of W elsh an d Lake Arthur was  form ed to provide a solid waste disposal facility 

for its member-owners (See Note 6). This commission has not been included in the reporting entity. 

The accounts of the City ar e organ ized on the basis of funds an d account gr oups, each of which is 
considered a separ ate accoun tin

, g entity. Th e operations of each fu nd ar e accoun ted for with a separ ate set 
of self-balan cing accounts that com prise its assets, liabilities, fu nd equity, revenues, an d expenditures or 
expenses, as appropriate. 

G overn m ent resources ar e allocated to an d accounted for in individual fu nds based on the purpose for 
w hich they ar e to be spe nt and th e me an s by which spending activities ar e controlled.

The various funds are grouped in the financial statem ents in this report, into six generic fund types and 

three broad fu nd categories as follows: 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the City. It is used to account for all 
financial resources except those required to be accounted for in an other fund. 

Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Fun ds are used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue 

sources (other than  special assessments, expendable trusts, or major capital projects) that are legally; 
restricted to expenditures for spe cified purposes. 

D ebt Service Funds - Debt Service Fun ds ar e used to account for the accum ulation of resources for, and 
the paym ent of, general long-term  debt principal, interest, an d related costs. 

Capital Projects Funds- Account for f'mancial resources received an d used for the acquisition, construction, 
or im provem ent of capital facilities not reported in the other governm ental fu nds. 

Enterprise Funds - Enterprise Fun ds are used to account for operations (a) that are financed an d operated 
in a m an ner sim ilar  to private business enterprises - where the intent of the governing body is that the costs 

(expenses, including depreciation) of providing goods or services to the general public on a continuing 
basis be finan ced or recovered primarily through user charges; or (b) where the governing body has decided 
that periodic determ ination of revenues earned, expe nses in curred, an d/or net incom e is appropriate for 
capital ma intenan ce, public policy, m anagem ent control, accountability, or oth er purposes. 

Agency Funds - Agency Funds are custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) an d do not involve 
m easurem ent of results of operations. 

The accounting and reporting treatm ent applied to the fixed assets and long-term  liabilities associated with 
a fund ar e determ ined by its m easurem ent focus. 

Fixed assets used  in govern mental fund type  ope rations (general fixed assets) are accounted for in the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group. Public domain ("infrastru cture") general fixed assets consisting of 
certain im provem ents other than  buildings, including roads, bridges, curbs an d gutters, streets and 

sidewalks, drainage system s, an d lighting systems  are not capitalized along with the other general fixed 
assets. No deprec iation has been provided on general-fixed assets. 

Long-term  liabilities expected to be fin anced from  govern m ental funds ar e accounted for in the General 
Long-Term  Debt Accoun t Group. Long-term  liabilities expected  to be finan ced from  proprietar y funds are 
accounted for on the balan ce sheet of the respe ctive proprietary fu nd.

Fixed assets used in proprietary fund type operations are accounted for on the particular  fu nd's balance 
sheet while depreciation of these fixed assets used by proprietary fu nds is char ged as an  expense against 
their operations. 

A ll fixed assets ar e valued at historical cost or estim ated historical cost if actual historical cost is not 
available. D onated fixed  assets ar e val ued at their estim ated  fair value on the date donated. A ll fixed 
assets were paid for in cas h. 

The tw o account groups ar e not "fu nds." They are concerned only w ith the m easurem ent of financial 
position. They ar e not involved w ith  m eas urem ent of results of operations. 

~ / Depreciation of all exhaustible fixed assets used by proprietary fu nds is char ged as an  expense against their 

operations. A ccum ulated depreciation is reported on proprietary fund bal ance sheets. D epreciation has 
been provided over the estim ated useful lives using the straight line m ethod. Th e estim ated useful lives 
are as follow s: 

Buildings &  Im provem ents 
M achinery &  Equipm ent 
Furniture &  Fixtures 
Sew er &  Im provem ent 

25-30 years 
5-15 year s 
5-10 year s 
10-40 year s 

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues an d expenditures or expenses ar e recognized in the accounts 
an d reported in the finan cial statem ents. 

A ll governm ental funds ar e accounted for using the m odified  accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues 
are recogn ized w hen they become  me as urable an d avai lable as net current assets. Revenue is considered 
available if received w ithin 60 days of fiscal year  end. 

Expe nditu res ar e generally recogn ize d under the m odified accru al basis of accounting when the related fund 

liability is incurred. Exceptions to this general ru le include: ( 1)accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, an d 
other employee amounts which are not accru ed  an d are immaterial; an d (2)principal an d interest on general 
long-term  debt which is recogn ize d when due. 

A ll Proprietary Funds ar e accoun ted  for using the accru al basis of accounting. Their revenue ar e 
recogn ize d when th ey ar e earned an d th eir expenses ar e rec ognize d w hen they ar e incurred. 

The City follows these procedures in establishin g the budgetary data reflected in these prim ar y governm ent 
finan cial sta tem ents: 

Th e City Clerk prepar es an  ope rating departm entalized budget
, a pay plan  budget, an d a capital 

im proveme nts budget an d submits these budgets to the M ayor an d City Council no later than  fifteen 
days prior to th e beginning of each fiscal year . 

A sum m ary of the total proposed budgets is published an d the public notified that the proposed 
budgets ar e available for public inspe ction. At th e sam e tim e

, a public hearing is called.

A public hearing is held on the proposed budget at least ten days after publication of the call for the 
hearing. 

A fter the holding of the public hearing and com pletion of all action necessary to finalize and 
im plem ent the budget, the budget is adopted through passage of an  ordinan ce prior to the 
com m encem ent of the fiscal year for which the budget is being adopted. 

The City Clerk is authorized to transfer budgeted am ounts w ithin departm ents, w ithin any fund 
except for salary item s an d capital im provem ent items  which can not be am ended w ithout City 
Council approval. Budgetary am endm ents involving the tran sfer of funds from  one departm ent, 
program  or fu nction to an other or involving increases in expenditures resulting from  revenues 
exceeding am ounts estim ated requires the approval of the City Council. 

Form al budgetary integration is used  as a m anagem ent control device by all funds during the year 

Budgets for all funds, except the Fiduciary Funds which have no adopted budgets, are adopted on 

a basis consistent with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). Budgeted am ounts 
shown on the finan cial statem ents were am ended by the City Council on Septem ber 10, 2002, an d 
February 11, 2003. 

A ll budgetary appropriations lapse at th e end of each fiscal year . 

Cash an d cash equivalents includes only demand deposit accounts (including restricted assets) with 
finan cial institutions an d am ounts due from  the clearing fu nd. 

Investm ents ar e recorded at cost which approxima te fair value. In vestm ents ar e m ade only in nonnegotiable 
certificates of deposit an d m oney m arket type investm ents with th e Louisian a A sset M an agem ent Pool 

(LAM P) an d are therefore exempt from the fair value standards as required by GASB Statement No. 31. 
LAM P is an  investm ent pool, adm inistered  by th e Treasurer of th e State of Louisian a, w hich invests in 
various types of securities authorize d by state statute. The fair value of the investm ent in the pool is the 
sam e as the value of pool shar es. There is no involuntary participation in an  external investm ent pool. 

Encum bran ce accounting, un der which purchase orders, contracts, an d other com m itm ents for the 
expenditu re of m onies ar e recorded in order to reserve th at portion of the applicable appropriation, is 
em ployed as an  extension of form al budgetary integr ation in the General Fund an d Special Revenue Funds. 
Encum bran ces outstanding at year  end, if an y, ar e reported as reserv ation of fund balan ces since they do 
not constitute expenditures or liabilities. 

Uncollectible am ounts due for custom ers' utility receivables, since they ar e im m aterial
, ar e recognized as 

bad debts th rough a direct write-off at the time  in form ation becom es available which would indicate the 
uncollectability of the particular  rec eivable. If ad valorem  taxes be com e uncollectible

, the property 
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involved is seized and sold as of M ay 31 of the effected fiscal year, an d therefore, all m aterial ad valorem  
taxes ar e collected as of the end of th e current fiscal year . 

Special reporting treatm ents ar e applied to governm ental fund inventories to indicate that they do not 
represent "available spendable resources," even th ough they ar e a com ponent of net current assets. Such 

am ounts ar e general ly offset by fund balance reserve accounts. 

Inventory in th e General Fund consists of m iscellan eous office supplies an d m erchan dise held for resale 
by the Tupper Store. The inventory  of th e Tupper Store is valued at Cost. Reported inventory  is equally 
offset by a fu nd bal an ce reservation. Oth er inventories in the General an d Special Revenue Funds consist 
of expendable supplies held for consum ption. J 

In ventory  in the Enterprise Funds consist of trash bags held for sal e to general public and for use by various 

city departments to assist in the City's garbage collection function. In ventories are priced at cost (first-in, 
first-out). 

Com par ative total data for the prior year has been presented in the accom pan ying prim ary govern m ent 
financial statem ents in order to provide an  understanding of chan ges in the City's finan cial position an d 

operations. However, comparative (i.e., presentation of prior year totals by fu nd type) data has not been 
presented in each of the statem ents since their in clusion would m ake the statem ents unduly com plex an d 
difficult to read. 

Total columns on the Combined Statements - Overv iew ar e captioned "M em orandum  Only" to indicate that 
they ar e presented only to facilitate finan cial an alysis. Data in these column s do not present finan cial 
conform ity with generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data com parable to a 
consolidation. In terfund elimi nations have not been m ade in the aggregation of this data. 

Th e City provides leave for vacation, sickness an d illness, personal  business an d as an aw ard in their safety 
progr am . V acation leave is provided for al l em ployees w ith one or m ore year s of serv ice. It ran ges from  
10 to 20 days per year  depending on length of serv ice. Sickn ess and illness leave of 5 to 365 days is 
provided dependin g on length of serv ice an d th e departm ent in which the em ployee serv es. Three days of 
leave is provided for personal business each year an d tw o to four days of leave is aw ar ded to em ployees 

an nually for safety on their job. 

It is the City's policy that leave does not accum ulate except the am ount earned  in the current calendar year . 
A ny leave not utilized by Decem be r 31st is lost. Th e leave accrued as of the end of the fiscal year  for 

govern m ental em ployees is reported in the long-term  debt account gr oup. The accrued leave for enterp rise 
fund em ployees is recorded in the appropriate enterp rise fu nd. 
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FASB Statements No. 34, Capitalization of Interest Cost, and No. 62, Capitalization of Interest Cost in 
Situations Involving Certain Tax-Exempt Borrowings and Certain Gifts and Grants, require that interest 
cost (net of interest earned) during the construction phase of major capital projects be capitalized if 
financed with restricted tax-exempt debt. The objectives of capitalizing interest are (a)to obtain a measure 
of acquisition cost that more closely reflects the enterprise's total investment in the asset, an d (b)to charge 
a cost that relates to the acquisition of a resource that w ill benefit future periods against the revenues of 

the period benefitted. 

The amount of interest cost capitalized on major capital projects acquired/constructed with proceeds of 
restricted tax-exempt debt includes all interest cost of the borrowing less an y interest earned on related 
interest-bearing investm ents acquired with proceeds of th e related tax -exem pt borrow ings from  the date 
of the borrowing until the assets are ready for th eir intended use. 

Prepaid items in the Enterprise Funds consist of unexpired portions of in suran ce prem iums  paid by these 
funds. 

Certain proceeds of enterp rise fund revenue bonds, as well as certain resources set aside for their 
repaym ent, ar e classified as restricted assets on the bal an ce sheet because their use is limi ted by applicable 
bond covenants. A lso, cash deposited in a special w ater an d sewer deposit account has been restricted to 
provide for the return of custom er utility deposits. 

Taxes ar e levied on N ovem ber 15 an d payable by Decem be r 31. The Jefferson D avis Parish Sheriff's 
Office bills an d collects the prope rty taxes on behalf of the City. The property tax m illage in effect at June

On Decem ber 1, 1995, the City entered into a loan  and pledge agreem ent with the Departm ent of 

Environmental Quality (DEQ) of the State of Louisian a an d issued a Public Improvement Sales Tax Bond 
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in the total amount of $6,500,000. The bond shall bear interest at a rate of two and forty-five one 
hundredths percent (2.45%) per an num on the outstan ding principal balan ce. In addition, an  administrative 
fee of one-half of one percent (0.5%) per an num on the outstan ding principal balan ce; for a combine rate 
of two an d ninety-five one hundredths percent (2.95%) per an num on the outstanding principal balan ce. 

This bond w as issued to provide funding necessary to construct a new w astew ater treatm ent facility and 
im prove an d repair existing lift stations an d distribution system . 

Th e project was completed an d put into operation in 1998. The final bond proceeds were received and the 
perm anent loan  period began  an d is scheduled to continue through M arch 1, 2016. During this period, 
scheduled paym ents of interest will be due on M ar ch 1 an d Septem ber 1 and principal will be due on M ar ch 
1 of each year . 

The agreem ent requires the pledge of th e revenue derived from  the 1994 1%  sales tax to insure repaym ent 
of the bond an d its interest. In  addition, the agr eem ent requires that user char ges be im posed on the 
recipients of the w astew ater treatm ent facilities sufficient to operate an d m aintain the system , including 

an y necessary replacem ent of portions of the system . The proceeds received from  this bond, as well as all 
future proceeds, were, an d will be, deposited into th e City's utility fu nd which is responsible for operating 
and m aintaining the wastewater treatm ent system . Sales tax revenue sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of this bond w ill be tran sferred to the utility fu nd an d this fund w ill be prim arily responsible for 
m aking paym ents of interest an d principal. A s additional security, the agr eem ent requires the establishm ent 

of a sinking an d reserve fu nd (Note 8). 

The City Council has authorized an d issued Refunding Bonds, Series 2003 to Han cock Bank in the am ount 
of $850,000. The proceeds of this issue were used to fu nd the prematu re redemption of the Certificate of 
In debtedness, together w ith accrued interest thereon, held by the Bank of N ew Y ork an d associated costs 
with the issuan ce. These bonds are secured by and payable from  a pledge an d dedication of the excess of 
an nual revenues of the City above statu tory, necessary and usual char ges, and an y other sources of revenue 
w hich ma ybe tran sferred to the General Fun d of the City to pay the debt service on the Bonds. 

The bonds shall bear interest at the rate of two an d eighty-five one-hundr eds percent (2.85%) per an num. 
In terest shall be due an d payable on October 1 an d April 1 of each year beginning Oc tober 1, 2003. The 
principal of the Bonds shall ma tu re serially on April 1 of each year  beginning on April 1, 2004. The bonds 
are non-cal lable for ear ly redem ption.

A ll perm an ent em ployees w orking at least 35 hours per w eek w ho ar e not covered by another pension plan 

and are paid w holly or in part from  m unicipal funds an d all elected m unicipal officials are eligible to 
participate in the System . U nder Plan  B , em ployees w ho retire at or after age 60 w ith at least 10 years of 
creditable service at or after age 55 w ith at least 30 year s of creditable service are entitled to a retirem ent 

benefit, payable monthly for life, equal to 2 percent of their final-average monthly salary in excess of $100 
for each year of creditable service. Furtherm ore em ployees with at least 10 year s of creditable service, but 
less than 30 year s, m ay take ear ly retirem ent benefits com m encing at or after age 60, w ith the basic benefit 
reduced 3 percent for each year  retirem ent precedes age 62, unless he has at least 30 years of creditable 
service. In any case, m onthly retirem ent benefits paid under Plan B can not exceed 100 per cent of final- 

average salary. Final-average salary is the employee's average salary over the 36 consecutive or joined 
m onths that produce the highest average. Em ployees w ho term inate w ith at least the am ount of creditable 

service stated above, an d do not withdraw their em ployee contributions, m ay retire at the ages specified 
above and receive the benefit accrued to their date of termi nation. The System  also provides death and 
disability benefits. Benefits are established or am ended by state statute. 

The System  issues an  an nual publicly available finan cial report that includes finan cial statem ents and 
required supplem entar y inform ation for the System . That report m ay be obtained by w riting to the

Funding Policy. Under Plan  B, m em bers ar e required by state statute to contribute 5.0 percent of their 
annual covered salar y an d the City of Jennings is required to contribute at an actuar ially determi ned rate. 
The current rate is 6.25 percent of an nual covered payroll. Contributions to the System  also include one- 

fourth of one percent (except Orlean s an d East Baton Rouge parishes) of the taxes shown to be collectible 
by the tax rolls of each parish. These tax dollar s ar e divided between Plan A and Plan B based 
proportionately on the salaries of the active m em bers of each plan . The contribution requirem ents of plan 

m em bers an d the City of Jennings ar e established an d m ay be am ended by state statute. A s provided by 
Louisiana Revised Statute 11:103, the em ployer contributions ar e determ ined by actuar ial valuation and 

are subject to chan ge each year based on the results of the valuation for the prior fiscal year. The City of 
Jennings contributions to the System  under Plan  B for the year s ending June 30, 2003

, 2002, and 2001, 
were $78,970, $56,909, an d $56,488, respectively, equal to the required contributions for each year. 
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Plan D escription. A ll full-tim e police departm ent em ployees engaged in law enforcem ent are required to 
participate in the System . Em ployees who retire at or after age 50 w ith at least 20 year s of creditable 
service or at or after age 55 with at lease 12 years of creditable service ar e entitled to a retirem ent benefit, 

payable monthly for life, equal to 3 1/3 percent of their final-average salary for each year of creditable 
service. Final-average salary is the employee's average salary over the 36 consecutive or joined months 
that produce the highest average. Em ployee s w ho term inate w ith at least the am ount of creditable service 

stated above, and do not with draw their em ployee contributions, m ay retire at the ages specified above 
an d receive the benefit accrued to their date of term ination. The System  also provides death and disability 

benefits. Benefits are established or am ended by state statute.

Funding Policy. Plan  m em bers ar e required by state statute to contribute 7.5 percent of their annual 
covered sal ar y an d the City of Jennings is required to contribute at an  actuarially determ ined rate. The 
current rate is 9.0 percent of an nual covered payroll. Th e contribution requirem ents of plan  m em bers an d 
the City of Jennings are established and ma y be am ended by state statu te. A s provided by Louisiana 

Revised Statute 11:103, the employer contributions are determined by actuarially valuation an d are subject 
to chan ge each year  based on the results of the valuation for the prior fiscal year . The City of Jennings 

contributions to the System for the years ended June 30, 2003, 2002, an d 2001, were $78,989, $83,176, 
and $75,996, respectively, eq ual to the required contributions for each year . 

Pla n D escription. M em be rship in the Louisian a Firefighters' Retirem ent System  is m an datory for all full- 
tim e firefighters em ployed  by a municipality, parish, or fire protection district that did not enact an  
ordinan ce before Jan uary 1, 1980, exempting itself from  participation in the System . Em ployees ar e 
eligible to retire at or after age 55 with  at least 12 year s of creditable service or at or after age 50 with at 
least 20 year s of creditable service. Upon retirem ent, m em be rs ar e entitled to a retirem ent benefit, payable 

m onthly for life, equal to 3 1/3 pe rcent of their f'm al-average salary for each year  of creditable service, not 
to exceed 100 percent of their final -average sal ary. Final -average salary is the em ployee's average salary 

over the 36 consecutive or joined months that produce the highest average. Employees who terminate with 
at least 12 year s of service an d do not with draw th eir em ployee  contributions ma y retire at or after age 55

Plan Description. The City contributes to this plan  on behalf of the city judge of the City Court of 
Jennings (W ard 2). This is a cost-sharing multiple-employer defined benefit pension that provides for 
retirem ent an d disability benefits an d death benefits to plan  m em bers and beneficiaries. Benefits are 
established or am ended by sta te statu te. 

The System  issues an  an nual publicly available fin ancial report that includes finan cial statem ents an d 
required supplem entary inform ation for th e System . That report ma y be obtained by writing to the 
Louisian a State Em ployees Retirem ent System , P.O .

Funding Policy. Plan  m em bers ar e required by state statu te to contribute 11.5 percent of their an nual 
covered sal ary and the City of Jennings is required to contribute at an  actuarially determ ined rate. The 
current rate is 14.1 percent of an nual covered payroll. The contribution requirem ents of plan  m em bers and 
the City of Jennings ar e established  an d ma y be am ended by state sta tu te. A s provided by Louisian a 

Revised Statute 11:103, the employer contributions are determined by actuarial valuation an d are subject 
to change each year  based on the results of th e valuation for the prior fiscal year . Th e City of Jennings 

contributions to the System for the years ending June 30, 2003, 2002 an d 2001, were $942, $800, and 
$834, respectively, equal to the req uired contributions for each year . 

6) LAN D FILL JOINT V E 

The City is a participant in a joint venture referred to as the Jefferson Davis Parish Sanitary Landfill 
Com m ission. Th is entity w as chartered on February 17, 1984. The Com m ission's purpose is the 

establishm ent of a long-term  plan  for th e disposal of solid wastes in Jefferson Davis Parish. According to 
the charter, each participan t in the Com m ission is responsible for a pro rata shar e of an y operating deficits. 

Likewise, an y distributions of surp luses ar e al so shar ed on a pro rata basis
. Each participants pro rata share 

is based on th e num ber of households w ithin each participan t's un it to the total num ber of households w ithin 
all participating units. Th ese proportions were determ ined using the 1980 U . S. Census as follow s:

The W ater and Sewer D eposit account assets, a com ponent of the Utility Fund, are restricted to pay 

customer deposits in the amount of $153,150 at June 30, 2003. W hen a customer withdraws from the 
system , this deposit is refunded less the am ount of an y charges outstanding against the account. D ue 

to the shortage of restricted assets available to refund customer deposits, $2,653 of retained earnings 
has been reserved, w hich represents the excess of custom er deposits over assets restricted for that 

purpose. 

D uring the fiscal year  ended June 30, 1996, the City issued a bond to the D epartm ent of Environm ental 

Quality (DEQ) of the State of Louisiana to acquire funds necessary to construct a new wastewater 
treatm ent facility. A  requirem ent of the loan  and pledge agreem ent w as the establishm ent of a sinking 

fund and reserve fund to insure the payment of the bond principal and interest. Since the project was 
com pleted in 1998, the perm an ent loan period has com m enced. During this period, the agreem ent 
requires that an am ount equal to the accru ed interest and a prorata portion of the principal m aturing 
m ust be established in the Sinking Fund until paid. In addition, a sum  equal to 25%  of the am ount 
established in the Sinking Fund m ust be established in the Reserve Fund. Based on the current 
am ortization schedule for principal and interest, the City m ust establish a Sinki ng Fund in the am ount 

of $142,701 and a reserve fund in the amount of $441,303; for an aggr egate required reserve of 
$584,004. The City has restricted $584,004 of investments in certificates of deposit that it has with Jeff 
D avis Bank to com ply w ith the term s of the agr eem ent. 

(9) CA SH A N D IN V ESTM ENT S 

State statues authorized the City to invest in U nited States bonds, treasury notes, certificates or other 
obligations of the U nited States of A m erica, tim e certificates of deposit of state banks of Louisiana or 
national banks having their principal office in the State of Louisiana, or any other federally insured

JUNE 30, 2003 

As of June 30, 2003, the City had investments with the Louisiana Asset M an agement Pool (LAM P) 
totaling $980,766, which approximates fair value of the securities. 

The City is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, dam age to, an d destruction of 

assets; errors an d omissions; injuries to employees; an d natural disasters. The City has elected to 
purchase insuran ce coverage through the com m ercial insuran ce m arket to cover its exposure to loss. 
The City is insured up to policy limi ts for each of the above risks. There were no significan t chan ges 
in coverages, retentions, or lim its during the year ended June 30, 2003. Settled claim s have not 
exceeded the com m ercial coverages in an y of the previous three fiscal year s. 

The City is involved in law suits for personal injury an d overtime pay for police officers. In the 
opinion of th e City's attorney, these suits ar e w ith out m erit an d/or adequately covered by liability 
insuran ce presently enforce by the City, except for policy deductibles an d overtim e claims  which ar e 
considered to be im m aterial . 

A law suit for personal injury was filed in which the City was not named as a defendan t but includes 
allegations that the City w as at fault. A lso, tw o law suits have been filed by fem al e police officers 
alleging sexual harassm ent an d mi sconduct by m ale police officers. The City's exposure on these suits 
is unknow n.

JUNE 30, 2003 

The City participates in a federally assisted grant programs. Th ese programs are subject to the program 
com plian ce audits by the gr an tors. The am ount, if an y, of expenditures which m ay be disallowed by 
the gr an ting agencies can not be determ ined at this tim e. Th e City's m an agem ent feels such 
disallowan ces, if an y, will be imm aterial . During the current fiscal year, expenditures of federal funds 

did not exceed $300,000, an d therefore, the City was not subject to the provisions of the Single Audit 
Act A m endm ents of 1996. 

Contributed capital is recorded in  the Enterprise Fund for capital gr an ts restricted for the acquisition 
or construction of capital assets. Contributed capital is not am ortized based on the depreciation 
recognized on that portion of the as sets acquired or constru cted from  such resources. 

During 1996 the City implemented GASB Statement No. 24, Accounting and Financial Reporting for 
Certain Grants and Other Financial Assistance. This stan dar d requires the City to report in the 
finan cial statem ents on-behalf sal ary paym ents m ade by the State of Louisiana to certain groups of city 

em ployees. Supplem entary salary paym ents are ma de by the state directly to certain gr oups of 
em ployees. The City is not legal ly responsible for these salaries. Therefore, the basis for recognizing 
the revenue an d expenditure paym ents is the actu al contribution ma de by the state. For 2003, the state 

paid supplem ental salaries to the City' s police, firem en an d city m arshal . On-behalf paym ents recorded 
as revenues an d expenditures in the general fund finan cial statements for 2003 totaled $122,166. 

18) N EW  REPO RTIN G  ST 

In June, 1999, the Governmental Accounting Stan dards Board (GASB) issued Statement 34 "Basic 
Finan cial Statem ents an d M an agem ent's D iscussion and Analysis for State an d Local G overn m ents." 
This Statem ent esta blishes new finan cial reporting requirem ents for state an d local govern m ents 
throughout the U nited Sta tes. W hen im plem ented, it will require new inform ation an d restru ctu re m uch 
of the inform ation that govern m ents have presented  in the past. Com par ability w ith reports issued in 
all prior years w ill be affected. Th e City is required  to im plem ent this stan dard for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 2004. The City has  not yet determ ined the full im pact th at adoption of GA SB Statem ent 
34 w ill have on the finan cial statem ents.

W e have audited the prim ary governm ent finan cial statem ents of the City of Jennings, Louisian a
, as of and for the year 

ended June 30, 2003, and have issued our report thereon dated D ecem ber 26, 2003. W e conducted our audit in 

accordance with generally accepted auditing standards applicable to finan cial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards, issued by the Com ptroller General of the United States. 

A s part of obtaining reasonable assuran ce about whether the City of Jennings prim ary governm ent's financial 
statem ents ar e free of m aterial m isstatem ent, we perform ed tests of its com pliance with certain provisions of law s

, 

regulations, contracts an d gran ts, noncom plian ce with which could have a direct an d m aterial effect on the 
determi nation of financial statem ent am ounts. H owever, providing an  opinion on com plian ce with those provisions 

was not an  objective of our audit an d, accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. The results of our tests disclosed 
no instances of noncom plian ce that ar e required to be reported under Governm ent Auditing Standards

. 

In planning and perform ing our audit, we considered the City of Jennings' internal control over finan cial reporting in 
order to determ ine our auditing procedures for th e purpose of expressing our opinion on the prim ary govern m ent 
finan cial statem ents an d not to provide assurance on the intern al control over finan cial reporting

. Our consideration 
of the intern al control over finan cial reporting w ould not necessarily disclose al l m atters in the internal control over 
finan cial reporting that m ight be m aterial weaknesses. A  m aterial weakness is a condition in w hich the design or 
operation of one or m ore of the internal control com ponents does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that 
mi sstatem ents in am ounts that would be  ma terial in relation to th e primary govern m ent finan cial statem ents being 
audited m ay occur an d not be detected w ithin a tim ely period by em ployees in the norm al course of performi ng their 
assigned functions. W e noted no ma tters involving the intern al control over finan cial reporting an d its operation that 
w e consider to be m aterial w eaknesses.
